Neutrality impossible until Soviets go aircraft plan

PEKING, March 10(AP) — Chinese Vice 
Premier Li Xianman said Monday Afghanis- 
tan cannot become neutral until Soviet troops 
withdraw “with no conditions attached,” 
until the Af ghan people choose their own 
government and the people of the world sup- 
port their struggle. 

Li also said he knows the United States did 
not interefere in Afghanistan's affairs, as the 
ffr Soviet Union has charged. 

The vice premier made the comments in an 
hour-long meeting with Gov. Richard L. 
Thornburgh of Pennsylvania. U-S. Ambas- 
sador Leonard Woodcock was present. A 
member of the governors delegation later 
. reported their conversation. 

JJ said some Islamic countries b&ve said 
Afghanistan can enjoy neutrality if there is no 
Interference from foreign countries. 

“1 think this is a strp back from the resolu- 
tion signed by the United Nations,” he said. 

“In my opinion,” said Li, “The Soviet 
Union should withdraw from Afghanistan 
with no conditions attached. Second, the 
Afghan people should be able to choose their 
own government and third, die people of the 
world should support the Afghan people's 
struggle” 

“I agree the precondition of withdrawal 
should come before any political solution,” 

' Woodcock said in answer to a question from 
Li. He also said be agreed the Afghan people 
should determine their own government. 

Woodcock reportedly reserved comment, 
however, on the people of the world support- 
ing the Afghan people fighting the Soviet 
Union. 

The Chinese People 's Daily said Monday 
the Soviet Union's use of nerve gas in 
Afghanistan shows the world that “the rulers 

in Moscow arc a bunch of merciless hang- 

r " men.” 

Soviet troops arc using nerve gas to kill 
Muslims and inhabitants of Afghanistan's 
Kuaar region, said the newspaper, voice of 
the party central committee. 

“This shows the Soviet rulers are becoming 
V more and more ruthless in their aggression 
and expansion,” it said in a commentary. 
China also reported the Soviet Union has 
nearly 100.U00 chemical warfare specialists 
and an enormous arsenal. Nearly a third of all 
Soviet rockets and missiles are equipped with 
chemical warheads, it said. 

“To rest and improve its lethal weapons.” 
the newspaper said, the Soviets are deploying 
them against thousands of innocent people 
“in disregard of the Geneva agreement pro- 
hibiting use of poison gases. 

The newspaper said, “The use of poison 
gas can in no way help the agrressor. On ihe 
contrary it ran only show to the world more 
dearly rh af the rulers in Moscow area bunch 
of merciless hangmen.” 


Meanwhile, an American carpet dealer, 
Oiarles Brockunier, has vanished in Kabul 
and U.S. diplomats in India believe he has 
been arrested. 

There has been no confirmation of the arrest 
from die Afghan government. 

Another American was arrested in Kabul 
last month at the time of big anti-Soviet 
demonstrations in the capital. The Afghan 
government named him as Robert Lee, called 
him a Central Intelligence Agency (CLA) spy, 
and said he would be tried for sabotage. 

A U.S. businessman who arrived in New 
Delhi from Kabul said Brockunier had made 
visits there for a number of years. 

“He has just disappeared. Nobody seems 
to know what’s happened to him ” the 
businessman said. 

In New York, , an Afghan envoy who 
defected says the European Common Market 
should consult the Afghan people before 
seeking guaranteed neutrality for die country 
in exchange for a Soviet troop withdrawal, 
Newsweek reported. 

The envoy, Abdulrahim Ghafoorzai, was 


sent to the United Nadons three weeks ago to 
defend Soviet intervention in his country. He 
attacked the Kre mlin action and defected. 

Newsweek quoted him as saying “no meas- 
ure should be imposed upon the Afghan peo- 
ple. The proposal to dedare Afghanistan a 
neutral state must be discussed with the peo- 
ple and their views taken into account.” 

He suggested that the six insurgent parties 
based in Pakistan should be consulted on the 
proposal whenever they succeeded in form- 
ing a united front. 

He said he believed the Soviet Union was 
searching for a face saving way on withdraw- 
ing its troops because it valued its interna- 
tional standing. 

The 33-year-old envoy worked for the 
previ otis -pro- Soviet Hafizuilah Amin gov- 
ernment because people “had to work with 
him to stay alive” and no exit visas were 
issued. 

Ghafoorzai said Soviet advisers ran all the 
ministries under the pretext of helping 
Afghanistan fight the threat to their 
sovereignty. 
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Connally quits 
presidential race 

ORLANDO. Honda, March 10 (R) — 
John Connally. former Texas governor 
and U.S. treasury secretary, has pulled out 
of the Republican presidential race, leav- 
ing Ronald Reagan and George Bush to 
fight out Tuesday' s Florida. Alabama and 
Georgia state primaries. 

Connally withdrew Sunday after run- 
ning a distant second to one-time Califor- 
nia governor Reagan in South Carolina 
despite an intensive and expensive cam- 
paign. He won only 30 per cent of the vote 
to Reagan's 54 per cot. 

Reagan, according to polls and Repub- 
lican party officials, holds a comfortable 
but not unshakable lead in the southern 
primaries. 

Fanner Central Intelligence Ager 
director George Bush had been dc* :v r 
the gap in Honda, but his 15 per ccn; 

' showing in South Carolina may have de. J l 
his chances a major setback. 

Re3gan now has 62 Republican conven- 
tion delegates of the 998 needed for 
nomination against Bush’s 36. Connally 
had one and the only other offidal con- 
tender, Representative John Anderson 
from Illinois, has 1 9, there are 1 14 at stake 
Tuesday. 

A fourth possibility, former President 
Gerald Ford, is widely expected to enter 
the race unless Bush or Anderson wins in 
the south or in the Illinois primary on 
March 18.

Ford has said he believes the ultra- 
conservative Reagan could not win the 
presidential election in November. 

Both Reagan and Bush scheduled press 
conferences for Monday morning for a last 
appeal to Republican voters in the 
nation’s seventh-laigest state before fly- 
ing to Georgia and Alabama. 

Anderson is not campaigning in the 
south. 

Democrats also bold their primaries in 
Honda, Alabama and Georgia Tuesday,* 
but there has been little active campaign- 
ing and President Jimmy Carter is 
expected to win all three.

Toy pistol plane hijacker surrenders 


BEIRUT, March 10, (Agencies) — A 
20-vear old Lebanese man hijacked a Middle 
East Airlines plane Monday with a toy pistol 
but gave himself up when the plane landed 
here. . __ 

Airport sources said the Boeing 707 on a 
fligh t from Amman to Beirut, carried 53 pas- 
sengers and eight crew. . 

The hijacker, Mustafa Abdul- Kader 
Hammoud, told reporters he wanted to draw 
attention to the mystery surrounding the fete 
of ShTite Muslim leader Imam Moussa Sadr, 
who disappeared after visting Libya in 1978. 

The Libyan authorities have denied 
responsibility for the Imam’s disappearance, 
saying he left their country after his visit. 

Several hijackings have been staged to 
press for a follow-up to the Imam’s case. 

On Jan. 3 1 . police at Beirut airport foiled a 
hijacking attempt by three armed Lebanese 
about to board an Air France airliner on a 
flight to Paris. 

Only three days before, a 30-year-old 
southern Lebanese hijacked a Middle East 
Airlines plane in a flight from Baghdad to 
Beirut. A teenager in the same month com- 
mandeered an MEA airliner shorty after it 
took off from Beirut for Lamaca, Cyprus. 


The plane was hardly air-borne when 
Hammoud sprang from his’ seat, brandished 
his$ 1.5 toy pistol and shouted “ T m hijacking 
this plane ” one passenger said. 

Hammoud then proceeded to the cockpit, 
threatened the pilot with the same toy and 
stood back speechless, prompting uneasy 
questions by the cap tain as to what the 
hijacker was op to. 

“I don't know, you can land anywhere, 
maybe ax the nearest airport,” Hammoud 
was quoted as telling the pilot 

Twenty minutes before landing, the pilot 
radioed Beirut airport control tower that the 
plane was being hijacked. 

The pilot discovered the nature of the toy 
pistol only after the plane touched down. 

Rifle-wielding securirymen quickly ringed 
the aircraft and officials alerted Interior 
Minister Nazera Qadri who sped to the air- 
port to negotiate with the hijacker. 

But the door of the plane suddenly was 
opened and til ere was Hammoud, s milling 
broadly, shouting ‘.Tin releasing everyone 
here.” 

He walked to a police officer, banded him 
the toy pistol and laughed.

WASHINGTON, .March 10 — Israel plans 
to back out of a plan under study to co- 
produce fighter aircraft with the United 
States and will instead opt to develop its own 
aircraft with U.S. technical help, defense 
sources reported. 

“The co-production plan is dead,” a Pen- 
tagon spokesman told The Arab News -Asbarq 
Al-Awsax Monday. 

Although the Pentagon has not received 
formal notice of Israel’s change of mind, the 
spokesman said a vote in the Israeli Knesset 
las* v.rck c* rally set -he tone for Israel's 
desire to concentrate on developing its own . 
fighter called “the Lion.” 

The Arab News -AsharqAl -Awsat also has 
learned that the United States and Israel have 
already held informal talks on the transfer of 
technology and the purchase of Un- 
manufactured aircraft engines. 

A Pentagon spokesman confirmed Mon- 
day that an Israeli delegation is expected here 
within two weeks to begin formal negotia- 
tions on possible transfers and sales. 

According to Pentagon sources Israel 
wants to buy General Electric engine Model 
404. This is the same engine used in the U.S. 
McDonnell Douglas FI 8, a twin-engine 
plane with all-weather capability. 

The first Fl8s^ designed to replace the F4 
Phantom, are now being tested by the U.S. 
Navy. • 

Israel's desire to produce its own fighter 
aircraft, could potentially put Israeli aircraft 
in direct competiton with U .S.- manufactured 
airplanes on the world market. 

And Israel's newest plan for beefing up its 
stock of fighter aircraft could cause reverber- 
ations within the U.S. electronics and aircraft 
industry, informed sources reported. 

An agreement of conditions for any future 
sales of Israeli-produced airplanes on the 
world market must first be ironed out before 
the U.S. agrees. to transfer technology or sell 
any parts, the sources added. 

Bomb kills two 
in north Lebanon 

BEIRUT, March 10 (R) — Two persons 
were killed and two wounded when a bomb 
went off in a car at a rightist checkpoint in a 
coastal village north of here Monday, rightist 
sources said. 

Rightist militias maintain a permanent 
checkpoint at Berbara, about 50 kms from 
the capital, where the blast took place. 

The rightwing Flangist radio said the bomb 
was in a taxi on its way to die northern port 
dty of Tripoli. 

The driver and a passenger were killed and 
a. second passenger was wounded. In addi- 
tion, a militiaman manning the checkpoint 
was injured. 

In D&mscus Syrian Army Chief of Staff 
Maj. General Hikmat Shehabi has had leng- 
’ thy talks with Lebanese Army Commander 
Gen. Victor Khouri on the withdrawal of 
Syrian troops from Beirut. 

Gen. Khouri arrived Damascus Saturday 
by road from the Lebanese capital. 

A brief announcement said the talks also 
covered other matters relating to security in 
Beirut. They were attended by the Syrian 
deputy chief of staff, Maj. Gen. Ali Aslan. 

Syrian peace-keeping troops, stationed in 
Lebanon under an Arab League mandate 
since intervening to help end the 1975-76 
civil war, started a planned pull-out from 
some parts of Christian east Beirut earlier 
this week, but made no move to evacuate 
sensitive Muslim areas. 

The fledgling Lebanese army took over the 
positions vacated by the Syrians. 

Informed sources in Beirut said that Gen. 
Khouri would discuss S; rian withdrawal from 
the predominantly Muslim western sector of 
the capital during his Damascus talks. 


Talks stress 
Arab rights, 

bilateral ties

RIYADH, March 10 — French President 
Valery Giscard JEstaing’s brief visit here 
Monday ended with a concise statement in 
which he stressed strong bilateral relations, 
common interests and the rights of the people 
of Palestine. 

The French president arrived here at noon 
and was welcomed at the airport by Crown 
Prince Fahd, who later accompanied him dur- 
ing his courtesy call on King Khaled. 

After a working lunch , Prince Fahd and the 
French leader held a closed-door meeting for 
one and a half hours. At the same time a 
meeting was held separately between Prince 
Sand AJ-Faisal and Jean Francois Ponce t, ■ 
foreign ministers of the two countries. 

The talks primarily dealt with the French 
resolve on a positive initiative to settle the 
Palestine issue through its recognition of the 
rights of the people of Palestine and perhaps 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) in the near future. 

President Giscard put forward his concept 
of the issue and the outcome of his discus- 
sons on the subject with the leaders of the 
states he has just visited. 

According to a diplomat, the French presi- 
dent is trying to muster support for his step 
from the Guff states and Jordan, and he views 
Saudi Arabia as key to the issue. His inclusion 
of Jordan will, no doubt, determine die 
extent of success or failure of the efforts 
which are still in the process of diplomatic 
consultations. 

Another French diplomat said his country 
did not establish any contact with the PLO on 
die French president’s new initiative, but he 
said Saudi Arabia was free to convey the 
French views to Palestinian leaders. 

Meanwhile, Prince Saud welcomed French 
recognition of Palestinian rights. He 
described it as “constructive and very good” 
and added that Saudi Arabia appreciated 
France’ s sympathetic and constructive stance 
on the just issue of Palestine. 

Their talks dealt with Saudi-French rela- 
tions. their development in political and oil 
spheres and joint cooperation in different 
fields. The two sides expressed satisfaction 
with these relations and said they were keen 
to develop them further. 

The sources did not rule out that the talks 
might have also covered the Kingdom’s 
desire to obtain a nuclear reactor for peaceful 
purposes. Saudi Arabian ambassador to 
France Jamil Hejeian said the subject had 
been discussed earlier. The two sides are still 
interested and it will be difficult to say that 
they have given up the project 

President Giscard is reported to have 
explained to Saudi officials the reasons for his 
government abstaining from denounring the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. Observers, 
meanwhile, view that the French leader is 
trying to create a strong postion for his coun- 
try in the region through his new initiative. 

Jordan and France said earlier Monday 
intensive efforts should be made to hold 
Middle East peace talks in which all parties, 
including the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion (PLO), take part. 


A joint statement following Giscard* s talks 

in Amman with King Hussein said the two 
leaders agreed that the “delicate and serious 
situation in the region threatens world peace 
and security.” 

“This makes it necessary and important 
that a comprehensive and just settlement for 
the .Middle East conflict be reached,” it 
added. 

“Seekiog a peaceful settlement that will 
insure the legitimate rights and aspirations of 
all aides is now more necessary than ever,” 
the statement said. 

It went on to say that the international 
community was now aware that “any settle- 
ment should be based ou the U.N. charter 
and Security Council resolutions, namely: 

“Israel's full withdrawal from all territories 
occupied in 1967, recognizing the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people, including the 
right to a homeland on Palestinian soil, and 
all countries in the region enjoying the right 
to live in peace within secure, recognized and 
guaranteed boundries.” 

The statement said the Palestinian people 
should be- able to “exennse their right to 
self- determination within the framework of a 
peaceful, just and permanent settlement.” 

The two leaders expressed concern over, 
the situation in Lebanon and reaffirmed their 
support for Lebanon's sovereignty, territorial 
integrity and independence. 

They also expressed concern over the situ- 
ation in Afghanistan and stressed their 
“rejection of all foreign intervention likely to 
harm world peace and security.” 

Both leaders said they were convinced that 
Euro- Arab dialogue provided the proper 
s‘> r o<phere to meet the interests of the 
European community and the Arab states. 

PhLstinian leader Yasser Arafat praised 
Giscard for showing courage through his 
endorsement of the Palestinian people’s right 
to self-determination. 

But in a television interview in Beirut 
screened in France, the leader of the PLO 
attacked President Jimmy Carter for damag- 
ing the credibility of both the United States 
and the United Nations in his handling of the 
recent Security Council vote on the* Middle 
EasL 

Commenting on the French president’s 
statements on the Palestinian issue during his 
tour of Arab states, Arafat said: ** Ibis was a 
brave step to dedare acceptance of our right 
to self-determination. I hope it will be fol- 
lowed by recognition of our independence 
and of the PLO.” 

Ihe PLO diief described the French presi- 
dent's statement as a new element because it 
was the firsttime the leader of a major West- 
ern country has spoke of PLO participation in 
negotiations on a peace settlement 

Arafat said Palestinians would be unable to 
forget what happened at the U.N. Security 
Council when the White House said the U.S.

ization. 

It also has a solid relationship with regional 
organizations like the Asian Development 
Bank, the African Islamic Development 
Bank, The Arab Economic and Social 
Development Fund, and the Arab Bank for 
Economic Development in Africa. The Bank 
also maintains relations with national finan- 
cial institutions such as the Saudi Develop- 
ment Fund, the Kuwaiti Development Fund, 
the Abu Dhabi Development Fund, the Iraqi 
Development Fund, and the Libyan External 
Bank.

Ihe coaches for a year will be working for 
the Presidency of Youth Welfare throngh the 
Saudi Swimming Federation. Prince Faisal 
Ibn Fahd, President of Youth Welfare has in 
principle accepted an invitation to visit 
Australia initially extended by Premier Job 
BjeUtie-Petersen of Queensland, McGHTs 
home state. 

Negotiations are stiD underway but so far 
two erf Australia's top coaches have agreed to 


come to the Kingdom for a year from August 
after their current Olympic-oriented con- 
tracts expire. 

Both Forbes Carslyle and Don Talbert 
have coached the Australian Olympic team 
since 1956. Carstyle. the chief coach, is also 
now training at the University of Ohio. He 
trained the multi gold medallist, S hane 
Gould. 

Talbert has trained 26 Olympic gold 
medallists and is known as one of the world's 
toughest coaches. He has promised that after 
a year at least one Saudi swimmer would be 
among the world’s top 25. “They will hate 
him,” warned McGill who has trained under 
him in the past. 

Other coddies considering the move are all 
Olympic gold medallists inducting Bob Win- 
dle. 1500 meters in Tokyo, Kevjn Barry, But- 
terfly in Tokyo, and Bernard Cooper, 400 


meters at Munich. 

“Australia is very exdted and honored by 
the invitation (to send die coaches),” said 
McGill who is representing the Australian 
Union erf Swimming Coaches.

Its acceptance 
could.” affect the pursuit of our nuclear 
research and development program as long as 
the aid relationship continued.” 

Sudan official 
visits Ethiopia 

NAIROBI, March 10 (R) — Sudanese 
Vice President Abdul- Magid Khalil arrived 
in the Ethiopian capital Monday for an offi- 
cial visit, Addis Ababa radio reported. 

The. two neighboring countries, whose 
relations have suffered as a consequent^ of 
the long insurgency in Ethiopia's northern 
province of Eritrea which has seat huaderds 
of thousands of refugees into Sudan, have 
been attempting to improve ties for some 
months. 


Pakistan rejected the offer made following 
the Soviet military intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. 

Several West European countries, the 
United States and Canada have expressed 
reservations about Pakistan’s nuclear prog- 
ram and have voiced the fear that the 
Islamabad government was working towar d 
exploding a nuclear device. 

Earlier Sunday Zia said Pakistan wanted 
total security after the Soviet military push 
into Afghanistan but would remain" 
□onaligned. 

He told reporters his government’s main 
objective was to maintain Pakistan’s 
nonaligned status. 

“ wi thin the frarawork of nonalignment we 
want to buy total security for Pa ki sta n ," he 
said. 

It was within this framwork that Pakistan 
would talk to the United States, had talked to 
the Soviet Union and was trying to improve 
relations with India. Zia added. 

Zia who reiterated in an interview pub- 
lished in West Germany Sunday his idea of a 
peacekeeping force for Afghanistan, said his 
government had not been in touch with the 
government in Kabul since the Islamic fore- 
ign ministers conference in January. 

The conference called ou member coun- 
tries to sever relations with Afghanistan. The 
Pakistan ambassador did not return to Kabul- 
after the conference but there has been no 
formal rupture of relations. 

Zia, who rejected aU3. offer of $400 mil- 
lion in economic and military aid, said Pakis- 
tan had spent $1 5 million on Afghan refugees 
in addition to foreign contributions of $20 
million. 



Sadat says 

Autonomy date must be honored 


CAIRO, March 10 (R) — President 
Anwar Sadat says in an interview with the Los 
Angeles Times reported here that the May 
target day to conclude Palestinian autonomy 
talks: should be regarded as a deadline. 

The official, .Middle East News Agency, in 
an Arabic- language translation of the iuter- 
vicw.'quoted Sadat as saying” May 26 is not a 
target date but a deadline which wr must take 
seriously." 

Sific letters on the Egyptian- Israeli peace 
treaty said both countries had set themselves 
the goal completing die negotiations 
withti} one year. They made no reference to a 
deadline. 

But Sadat said: “It is a deadline that should 
be respected. If the date is not fulfilled then a 
oew.j situation arises.” 


Egypt and Israel have failed in nine ses- 
sions and dozens of committee meetings to 
break the deadlock on the extent of powers to 
be given to an autonomous Palestinian coun- 
cil on the West Bank of Jordan and in the 
Gaza Strip. 

Egypt wants the Palestinians to have legis- 
lative, executive and other powers. Israel is 
prepared to concede only limited respon- 
sibilities. 

Egypt’s .Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Boutros Ghali said recently he hoped 
Israel would be more flexible, or the target 
date would become a deadline. 

Sadat said there had been no progress dur- 
ing the most recent session of autonomy talks 
in The Hague last week, but he added he was 
still optimistic.

But after a two-day summit in the Mali 
capital the six leaders failed to agree on the 
setting up of a preferential political and 
economic organization, political sources here 
sqid.

Salem JaJJoud representing Libya’s Col. 

Muammar Gaddafi also postponed a ded- 
s idh on a friendship and non- aggression pad 
between them and asked their foreign mi rus- 
tics to further study the issue and report to 
tfcp fifth Saharan conference due to be held in 
two years' time in the Mauritanian capital of 


Nouakchott. 

The dedared support of the six states of the 
region for the Polisario Front which was 
directly named in the communique was 
widely expected. It was seen as a further step 
on the part of an increasing number of Third 
World countries to isolate Morocco dip- 
loma ticaly, the sources said. 

Despite last-minute efforts, Morocco 
failed to be allowed to attend the Bamako 
meeting, although the kingdom has 
centuries-old Saharan traditions, they said. 

On cooperation, the summit derided to set 
up five spedal standing committees to review 
cooperation in all fields, officials said. 

But no details were given as to whether 
oil-rich countries like Libya and Algeria had 
pledged financial aid to countries like 
Mauritania or .Mali, both severely hit by 
drought. 

Summing up the summit before the return 
home of the heads of state Sunday night, 
Chad President Goukouni Oueddei said 
heads of state felt a non-aggression treaty 
between the six countries was felt to be pre- 
mature at this stage, but be did not elaborate. 


U.S. pastors, 
PLO sign pact

WASHINGTON, .March 10 — In a major 
thrust by the American black community, tile 
National Black Pastors’ Conference has 
signed a friendship accord with the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO). 

The accord, the latest in a series of links 
between Arabs and American blacks and on 
the issue of national rights for the Palesti- 
nians, climaxed a recent .Middle East swing 
by 1 1 bladTmlnriters. 

At a news conference after their return, the 
black pastors also denounced the Israeli shel- 
ling of South Lebanon and promised to ” raise 
the sensitivity of the nation” regarding the 
Palestine question. 

The black ministers group, which repres- 
ents some 1 2 ,000 American churches aod has 
members of all denominations, also promised 
to work closely with the Congressional Black 
Caucus on Middle East issues. 

Israeli teachers 
go on strike 

TEL AVIV, .March 20 (AP) — All of 
Israel's one million students stayed home 
Monday as teachers staged a warning strike 
to protest a government demand for guaran- 
teed labor peace. 

Classes from preschool to high school were 
closed by the one-day walkout, and Israels 
universities also were struck for three days. 
The university instructors and management 
are locked in a dispute over additional pay for 
advanced degrees. 

■ The teachers’ strike disappointed the Edu- 
cation Minist er Zvulun Hammer agd.union' 
officials who in months of talks had agreed on 
an average pay increase of 16 per cent 
retroactive to the be ginnings of this school 
year. Current pay levels are equivalent to 
$200 a month for a beginning teacher and 
$350 for a 10-year veteran. 

The teachers won the pay increases despite 
a government drive to hold down salaries to 
fight inflation, which soared to 111 per cent 
in 1979. But agreement was blocked by a 
dispute over a government demand that the 
teachers refrain from submitting disputes to 
labor courts for the remainder of the school 
year. 

Bomb defused 
in Jerusalem 

JERUSALEM, March 10 (AP) - Police 
disarmed a bomb Monday planted beside a 
Jewish neighborhood in Jerusalem, police 
said. 

The bomb was discovered at a hitchhiking 
station for soldiers beside the French hill 
neighborhood. A police bomb squad cor- 
doned off the area while the bomb was dis- 
mantled.

Russian bombing fails to crush Afghan rebels j

GHAZNI, Afghanistan, March 10 
(OFNS) — Soviet-led forces have 
hunched a massive search and destroy 
operation along a 150 mile stretch in 
southern Afghanistan. 

Using helicopter gunships, medium- 
range field artillery and tanks where poss- 
ible, they have devastated a long stretch of 
territory between the cities of Ghazni and 
Kandahar. 

I saw Soviet helicopters indiscrimi- 
nately bombing the mud and straw villages 
of Ghazni province. Bakshir, south of 
Ghazni, where I and some other civilians 
briefly took shelter; was bombed for three 
hours by helicopters last week. 

At the end of it, 30 persons had died, 
including women and children, and eight 
others were injured in this village of 50 
families. One little giii had half her face 
blown off by a rocket. Her father died 
after both his legs were cut off in the 
bombing. 

Helicopter gunships have concentrated 
on strafing and bombing those villages 
that either straddle or are dose to the 
main highway from Kabul to Kandahar. 
Some of these villages, especially from 
Ghazni onward, have been havens for 
Afghan guerrillas, or Mujahiddin. 

Since Soviet and Afghan government 
troops have stepped up theirattacks, more 
than four-fifths of. the villages between 
Ghazni and Kandahar have been des- 
troyed or made uninhabitable. 

At the small village of AzzakheL north 
of .Mukur, the Afghan Army’s First Batta- 
lion. officered by Russians, has been 
pounding neighboring areas with 125 mm 
guns for more than 20 days. 

The Soviet pattern of attack against 
guerrillas seems to be to bomb an area for 
four or five hours. Next day Afghan 
ground troops arrive and look for “con- 
cealed weapons.” They are mostly unsuc- 
cessful, as the villagers leave with their 
belongings for other villages or for sanc- 
tuaries in neighboring Pakistan. 

This new flexing of Soviet muscles in 
southern Afghanistan foDows repeated 
Mujahiddin attacks on the main Kabul to 
Kandahar road. 

Since early in February they have 
attacked and destroyed more than 40 pas- 
senger coaches and oil tankers. They also 
claim to have burnt about 20 army lorries. 

Id Pakhtia, Ghazni and north Kandahar 
the Mujahiddin come under the military 
command of a man they simply refer to as 
the “ Commandant” , or “the Hajf ’ . He is

about 45 years old and speaks and writes 
fluent Farsi. 

When I met him in his village hideaway 
the Haji told me he and the 2.000 men 
under Ids command were followers of the 
Harakat Islami Party, led by Maulvi 
Muhammad Nabi, who lives in exile across 
tire Pakistan border. 

The Haji said his men were badly armed 
and needed better weaponry from the 
West He showed me his own rifle, which 
appeared to be of French manufacture 
from the last century. On it are inscribed 
the words: “.Manufacture cf Armes, Chat- 
telerault, Mle 1886, MGS.” 

In a letter written in Farsi and addressed 
to friendly leaders in Islamabad, Peking 
and Cairo, he asks for all help possible in 
throwing out die Russians. “Our blood 
wfli not be silent until the last Russian has 
left Afghanistan,” the letter says. 

The Kabul government is taking seri- 
ously the iMujafaiddin’s attacks, partly for 
prestige reasons and also because 
Mujahiddin control of the Kabul to Kan- 
dahar road would threaten the ground 
supply lines of Soviet divisions based near 
Herat, along the Iranian border, and also 
those in the southeast near Pakistan. 

Search and destroy operations were 
stepped up last week in Ghazni, Kandahar 
and Pakhtia. The government has also 
dosed to civilian traffic the entire 300- 
mile road from Kabul to Kandahar. 

The Mujahiddin’s response to these 
government measures has been to widen 
die scope of the conflict. 

In Kabul more than 300 people are now 
known to have died last month after 
Soviet and Afghan troops opened fire on 
Mujahiddin- organized demonstrations. 


They are still burning the dead in the city 
because tanks block the main roads and 
the government, fearful of more distur- 
bances. prevents citizens from assembling 
at the main burial grounds. 

More than 300 -people died instantly 
and 1,000 were reported wounded when 
firing was ordered on a series of peaceful, 
religious processions that started in Kabul 
after Friday prayers. 

Eyewitness accounts speak of Soviet 
helicopter gunships and armored person- 
nel carriers shooting down the unarmed 
demonstrators in the suburbs while local 
Communists, distinguished by their drab 
green uniforms, used Kalashnikovs and 
submachine guns to disperse crowds in the 
dty center. 

According to eyewitnesses, processions 
were formed after prayers at seven mos- 
ques in the dty. They started to move 
toward the dty center, but they were 
moved down within minutes of assembl- 
ing. Smaller sub-groups in the heart of the 
dty suffered a similar fate. 

In the picturesque suburb of Dehdal a 
group of 500 assembled to protest against 
the previous day’s carnage. They appar- 
ently intended to march in protest to the 
gates of the Soviet embassy. The 
authorities thought their objective was the 
yellow and red walled Dar-ul-Aman 
. palace, which houses army headquarters. 

Using the familiar combination of 
helicopters and APCs, they shot down the 
group even as they stood debating among 
themselves on the main road. 

Despite the funeral smoke, despite 
closed shops and other signs of deep 
mourning all over Kabul, the government 
insists the casualty figures are very small.

Knesset (parliament) Speaker Yitzhak 
Shamir, a Jewish guerrilla leader during Brit- 
ish mandatory rule over Palestine and a noted 
hardliner, was invited by Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin Sunday to fill the post vac- 
ated by Moshe Dayan last October. IBs 
appointment was expected to be endorsed by 
the cabinet later Monday. 

The English-language Jerusalem Post, not- 
ing Shamir’s har dlin e views on the Arab- 
Israeli conflict and his abstention in the Knes- 
set vote which ratified the Egypt- Isrtfelipeace 
treaty, said. 

“What the country needs now is not so

Despite a government resolve soon after 
Ae takeover to remove the squatters, the 
women and children still remain in the stone 
building, campaigning for a large Jewish pre- 
sence in Hebron.

Champion Hunt 
faces Pakistani 
in squash test 

LONDON. .March 10 (R) — World 
champion Geoff Hunt of Australia will spend 
part of his 33rd birthday battling to reach his 
ninth British Open Squash Championship 
final here Tuesday.

Rose took the lead at the quarterway mark 
in the 11.9 kilometer race and then, using a 
tactic he has often employed in the track, 
tried to bum off his rivals with sudden surges 
of speed that at one point carried him more 
than ten seconds dear. 

But with Longcharnp Racecourse having 
recovered well from recent rain he must have 
known that the firm going would make him 
vulnerable to a fast finisher — and so it 
proved. 

Orthmann was the first onto his shoulder at 
the 11 kilometer mark and the West Ger- 
man, his face set determinedly trader a yellow 
cap, seemed to have the race won when be 
started to pull away from the tiring English- 
man.

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HYPOCRISY ON OIL ISSUE 

Arab oil producers find themselves in a peculiar position. 
Pressure on them from consumers — namely the industrial- 
ized countries of the West — is unremitting. They have been 
producing more than they really need, at lower prices than 
other producers. They nevertheless still face accusations of 
greed, erf irresponsibility, and of striving to wreck the interna- 
tional economy. The West, in short, has had it both ways for a 
long time now. It has assumed the role of both prosecuter and 
judge for too long. It is time the Arab producers showed an 
appropriate reaction. 

Last week brought three news items which illustrate 
admirably the hypocrisy of the West on the question of oil. 
The first concerned the decision by the United States Justice 
Department to investigate the major oil companies, to deter- 
mine the degree they- are monopolizing the market. The 
Department has asked the Saudi government, among others, 
for information to help settle the matter. 

The second, connected report concerned the announce- 
ment by Royal Shell that its profits in the last quarter of last 
year amounted to a billion pounds sterling, bringing its profit 
total for the year as a whole to over £3 billion. The third was 
the sale by auction — the seller being the American govern- 
| men* itself — of 1 30 thousand barrels of Californian oil at the 
staggering price of $ 4 J per barrel. This is at a time when that 
government misses no opportunity to attack oil producers 
everywhere for their high prices. 

Thus the American government can sell at prices exceed- 
ing anywhere else in the market, and an oil company makes 
more in one year than ten Arab countries taken together, at a 
time when the monopolistic practices of such concerns have 
become the object of investigation — all this and it is “the 
Arabs” who are greedy and reckless with the world's 
economy. 

The Arab producers have to hit back. And this need not 
mean raising the prices — only that the margin of profit for oil 
'companies is controlled in such a way as to iucrease the 
producers' revenues. The consumer countries are already, 
thinking along these lines. Yet their aim is to increase their 
own cut as consumers rather than see that the producers get 
the revenues which are their due. 








The Sharett Diaries: Israel’ s designs on Lebanon (IV) 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: This Is the last in a series of 
articles based oatbe Diaries qfMoshe Sharett, which 
have not yet been published outside Israel and which 
reveal the power struggle which went on within the 
lsraeS establishment in the early years of the Jewish’ 
state).

Sharett had been acutely embarrassed by the raid 
against the Jordanian border village of Qibya, 
which coincided with his own appointment as pri me 
minister in October 1953. The raid had been 
authorized by Ben Gurion (Sharett 5 s predecessor), 
but is was Sharett who had to face the international 
cutcry at what he himself described in his diary as a 
“ massacre” . 

Even before the outcry over Qibya had died 
down, the activists were looking round for their 
□ext targets. At a meeting of ministers of Mapai 
(the ruling Labor party) on Jan. 31, 1954, Moshe. 
Dayan, whom Ben Gurion bad shortly before 
appointed as chief of staff, put forward several plans . 
for “direct action" . Sharett listed them in his diary: 

4 ‘One: to force the blockade in the Straits cf Eilat 
i— send a ship flying the Israeli flag and if the Egyptians 
shoot, we shall bomb diem from the air, occupy Has el 
Naqeb , open up a way to the Mediterranean coast 
south qf Gaza... 

Two: take action against Syrians fishing in Lake 
Tiberias... 

Three: if Iraq takes advantage of internal problems in 
Syria to invade that country... we should advance (into 
Syria) and realize a series of J 'aits accomplis. ' ’ 

Of these proposals, Sharett remarks to himself: 

‘ The interesting thing about aB this is the idea it 
gives one of die direction the new chiqf qf staff ’s 
thoughts are taking. I am extremely worried. * ’ 

A month later there is a coup cT etat in Syria and 
the regime of Adib Shisbakly is overthrown. This 
time it is the Israeli Minister of Defense, Pinhas 
Lavon (another of Ben Gurion’ s appointees) who at 
once approaches Sharett and urges that this pro* 
vides an opportunity to attack Syria. Sharett 
recorded the conversation in his diary for Feb. 25, 
1954: 

4 4 This is die right moment to act (said Lavon) — to 
advance and occupy the Syrian positions beyond the 
Demilitarized Zone. Syria is ttisintegrating. The state 
with which we signed an armistice agreement no 
longer exists. ..This is a historic opportunity and we 
shouldn ’ t miss it. ’ ’ 

Sharett as usual tries to restrain him and finally 
postpones a decision by saying that they can discuss 
the matter again at a meeting they are to have with 
Ben Gurion two days later. At this meeting, Lavon 
and Dayan strongly advocate an immediate military 
attack on Syria; Ben Gurion, “electrified”, sup- 
ports them. But for once Sharett imposes his 
authority, pointing out that the U.N. Security 
Council will be sure to condemn such a wholly 
unprovoked aggression and that the Western powd- 
ers may well insist on an Israeli withdrawal which 
would be “humiliating". 

" For the moment Ben Gurion add his associates 
have to accept this. (Ten months later they try to 
provoke an incident with Syria by hijacking a Syrian 


airliner and holding its passengers hostage, in an 
attempt toffee five Israelis captured in the course of 
a sabotage mission inside Syria — but that is 
another story.) Meanwhile, Ben Gurion himself 
puts up a proposal for action on a different front. 
. Sharett 5 s diary again, for Feb. 27: 

* 'Then he (Ben Gurion) moved on to another 
subject. This is the time (he said) to push the Lebanon 
-dud is, die Maroniies there -to proclaim a Christian 
state. * * 

Ben Gurion's idea was that die creation of a 
Christian mini-state In the heartland of Lebanon 
would benefit Israel because it would mean die 
disintegration of Lebanon as it then existed. It was 
not a new idea; Ben Gurion had expounded it seven 
years earlier, when the Israelis were fighting to 
establish their new state in Palestine. On May 21, 
1947, a week after he became Israel's first prime 
minister, Ben Gurion had written in Us diary: 

* The Achilles heel qf the Arab coalition is the 
Lebanon. Muslim supremacy in das country is artifi - 
dal and can easily be overthrown. A Christian- state 
ought to be_ set up there, .with Us southern frontier on 
fke River' Litani. We would sign a treaty cf alliance 
with das state. Then, when we have broken the 
strength of die Arab Legion and bombed Amman, we 
could wipe out Transjordan ; after that, Syria would 
fall. And if Egypt still dared to make war on us, we 
would bomb Port Said , Alexandria and Cairo. We 
should dots end die war and would have put paid to 
Egypt, Assyria and Chaldea on behalf qf ourances - 
tan. * ’ 

When Sharett opposed the idea as hopelessly 
unrealistic in the circumstances of 1954. adding that 
“if we were to try to achieve it on out own we would 
only get ourselves into trouble" , Ben Gurion was 
furious: 

4 ‘There followed a spate of insults about my lack 
of courage and my narrow -mindedness. We ought to 
send agents and spend money ... If die money wasn 7 
to be had from the Treasury, then we must get it from 
the Jewish Agency. For such an objective it would be 
worth throwing away a hundred thousand, half a 
minion, a minim dollars. If we could achieve das, we 
would bring about a dedrive change in die Middle 
East, it would mean the start of a new era. I grew tired 
of struggling against this whirlwind... ’ * 

Next day Sharett received along letter from him, 
in which Ben Gurion returned to the attack, urging 
that the establishment of a Christian state in Leba- 
non was 4 ‘..Jhe central duty, or at least one of the 
central dudes, of our foreign policy. This means dud 
time, energy and means ought to be invested in it and 
that we must act in every possible way to bring about a 
radical change in Lebanon... If money is needed, no 
amount of dollars should be spared, even if the money 
is spent in vain. We must concentrate all our efforts on 
this issue. 7 his is a historic opportunity. To miss it 
would be unpardonable. 5 * 

The plan, will mean die breakup of Lebanon; but 
this does not make Ben Gurion hesitate, any ipore 
than the thought of the methods that will have to be 
used to bring it about. 

* ‘The goal mil not be reached, qf course, without 
some restriction af Lebanon ’s borders (Le. of its 
territory) . But if we can find men in die Lebanon and 


exiles from it who will be ready to join forces far the 
creation of a Maromte state, then wider borders and a 
large Muslim population wiU be qf no use to diem and 
this will not be an obstade. 

I don 7 know if we have people in Lebanon - but 
there are various ways in which die proposed expert - 
ment can be carried out. 4 ’ 

There is an echo here of another of Ben Gurion’s 
earlier pronouncements. Speaking on Jan. 8, 1948 
to die Central Committee of the Israeli Workers’ 

' Party, this tireless advocate of the/air accompli by 
which so many of the Zionists' objectives had been 
achieved, had said: 

4 ‘We know of old that international verdicts can 
be upset.. JForce of arms, not formal resolutions, wHI 
determine die issue. * ’ 

Sharett continues to veto the idea of provoking 
the disintegration of Lebanon by any of die “vari- 
ous ways” which Ben Gurion and Dayan continue ■ 
to urge. In a long reply to Ben Gurion’s letter he 
points out that the Christians in Lebanon are not 
united and it is impossible to rely on their help. As 
for the MusLims.’they too are unpredictable: \ 

* ‘..Jhe Plan (Ben Gurion ’splan) is based on 
detaching from Lebanon die Muslim provinces of 
Tyre, die Bekaa and Tripoli. But who can be sure that 
these provinces will be vrilEng to gyve up their ties with 
die Lebanon and their political and economic connec - 
tion with Beirut?. ..Who can guarantee that die bloody 
war that will inevitably break out as a result qf such an 
attempt will not spread to Syria as writ? Who can he 
sure that the Western powers will just look on as 
observers and won 7 intervene brfore a Christian 
Lebanon has been brought about? ’ * 

If it had not been for these considerations, 
Sharett writes (in a passage which shows him, as so 
often, poised indecisively between die claims cf 
morality and of political opportunism), he would 
have had no objection to joining in a plot of this 
kind to undermine die regime in Lebanon: 

‘ .on the contrary ,1 should certainly have been 

in fewer qf giving active help to any signs qf unrest in 
the Maromte community which might strengthen its 
separatist tendencies. . J should have seen the advan - 
lagcs qf such unrest and af the instability U could bring 
about , die trouble it would have caused to the Arab 
League , Hu way it would have distracted attention 
from die Arab - Israeli situation... ’ * 

But in present circumstances, Sharett insists, such 
schemes are out of the question and are only likely 
to damage Israel in the eyes erf the outside world, 
which will see them as: 

* ‘m -considered and irresponsible , or - worse - 
as a risky adventure involving die well -being qf others 
and a readiness to sacrifice their welfare for the sake 
of a temporary tactical advantage to Israel. * * 

It was the attitude of the American government 
which most affected Sharett’ s reaction to the 
designs of Ben Gurion and the activists. The 
Americans at this time (as documents released by 
the CIA in 1 979 show) were alive to the fact that it 
was Israel's strong-arm policy along die armistice 
lines, rather than die Utter but impotent resent- 
ment of the Arabs, that was threatening the peace. 
On April 9, 1 954, shortly after Sharett had written 
that letter in reply to Ben Gurion’s call to action. 


Henry Byroade. at that time U.S. assistant secretary 
of stale, had told the Israeli government: 

‘ * You should drop die attitude of die conqueror 
and the conviction that force and apoticy tfretatiatary 
killings is the only policy that your neighbor wA 
understand. You should make your deeds correspond 
to your frequent utterances cf (your) desire for 
peace. ’ ’ 

In deference to this attitude, Sharett was able to 
withstand the pressures from inside his own gov- 
ernment for a “forward” policy toward Lebanon, 
Apart from occasional mention of “contacts with 
certain circles in Lebanon”, his diaries for the rest 
of 1954 contain no references to the plans cf the- 
“activists" as for as Lebanon is concerned. 

But early in 1 955 the subject crops up again. The 
Arab world is in turmoil; there is tension between 
Egypt and Iraq, and between Iraq and Syria — 
where the internal situation after the overthrotrtf 
Shishakly remains unstable. Ben Gurion feels font 
die time has come to renew his demand that Israel 
.should “do something about Lebanon”. This time it 
is Dayan, as tfae entry. in Sharett 5 s diary for May 1 S, 
-T935 tells us; who puts forward a proposal which 
has an astonishingly prophetic ring in the light cf 
much more recent events in Lebanon. 

* According to Dayan, all that ’s needed is to find 
(a Lebanese) officer, even a major will do. We shook 
either win his heart or buy him with money to git hist 
to agree to declare himsefas die savior of die Man • 
rate population. Then die Israeli army will enter 
Lebanon, occupy die necessary territory and creates 
Christian regime which willally itself with Israel. The 
territory from die Litani southward will be totally 
annexed to Israel. The chief of stiff (Dayan) recom - 
mends that this be done im mediately , tomorrow... 

As it turned out, that objective of Dayan's in 
1955 had to be postponed, perhaps because of 
Israers preoccupation with Egypt and the 
approaching Sinai campaign, or perhaps because 
the alliance which the Israelis then forged with 
France, the traditional patron and protector of 
Lebanon, made it too imprudent for the Israelis to 
puisne a policy which' would have endangered the 
Franco- Israeli entente. 

But the plan was only shelved; it was not forgot- 
ten. It was revived after the war of 1967 (when the 
French alliance was broken off by de Gaulle) and 
Israel's objective of destabilizing Lebanon was 
energetically pursued by means of systematic 
bogjbing raids in South Lebanon which started in 
1968. Eventually, although Ben Gurion was no 
longer there to see it, Dayan was able, as a member 
of the equally hard-line government of Meuaheto 
Begin, to join in launching the invasion of South 
Lebanon in March 1978. when the . Israeli army 
occupied “the necessary territory” and created “a 
C hri stian regime which will ally itself with Israel”. 

And although for the time being the Israelis were 
not able to follow Dayan’s program by ann«»-icing the 
territory, it was surely remarkable that when they 
reluctantly withdrew their troops in June 1978 
Dayan should have been proved so accurate in 
esti matin g, all those, years earlier, that “even a 
major will do” as the “savior of the Maromte popu- 
lation’ ’ and Israel's puppet in the Lebanon- 


saudi press review 


4 Mr. President, you can’t have my children’ 


Most newspapers Monday led 
with French President Valery Gis- 
card tf Essaing's talks with Crown 
Prince Fahd in Riyadh on the 
Middle East situation and events 
in .Afghanistan. In its lead story ,.4/ 
Yom highlighted a Jordanian- 
French joint communique issued 
at the end of the French presi- 
dent's visit to Amman. The paper 
concentered on the communique's 
demand for a homeland for the 
Palestinian people and inclusion 
of tile Palestine Liberation Organ- 
ization in any comprehensive 
Middcl East settlement. Al Medina 
said in a lead that the United 
States’ stance on Jerusalem has 
now collapsed. 

The newspapers frontpaged 
Pakistan President Zia ul-Haq's 
assertion that a European prop- 
osal for dedaring Afghanistan a 
neutral country was unrealistic 
and impractical. They also high- 
lighted on their front pages the 
appointment of Yitak Shamir as 


foreign minister of Israel. Reports 
of fierce battles in Afghanistan 
and the Afghan Muslim fighters' 
control of the tvabul- Khyber 
highway figured prominently on 
the'froot pages of newspapers. 

The editorials welcomed the 
French presidents visit to Saudi 
Arabia and highlighted the signif- 
icant role Saudi Arabia and 
France are playing at regional and 
international levels. Al Jazirah 
said that Riyadh would welcome 
Giscard d’Estaing as one of the 
great leaders of the world. The 
newspaper said he has shown 
respect for human values and 
rights and has consistently worked 
for justice for the world’s oppres- 
sed. It said that the French stance 
on Palestinian rights has wakened 
the conscience of the international 
community, especially of Europe 
which before was dominated by 
world Zionism. 

Addressing the French role 


from the time of de Gaulle to the 
present day, Al Riyadh said that 
the din and damor raised by Israel 
on France's honorable stand was 
nothing but a storm in a tea cup. 

Giscard tf Estaing current visit to 
the region stressed the need for 
Euro-Arab dialogue and a more 
effective role by Europe in 
Mideast peace efforts, France was 
playing a leading role in this 
regard, the paper said, adding that 
France’s relations with the Gulf 
states in general and with Saudi 
Arabia in particular were now 
deep-rooted. 

On the same subject, Al Btiad 
described Franco- Saudi relations 
as a “unique manifestation” of 
international cooperation. These 
relations are characterized by 
mutual confidence and coopera- 
tion, said the paper, expressing 
optimism that bilateral summit 
talks will be fruitful in the light of 
their mutual belief in the impor- 


tance of cooperation among the 
nations of the world. 

Okaz said that Franoo-Saudi 
talks assumed importance in the 
context of Giscard J Estaing’ s 
tour of the region and France’s 
favorable attitude toward the 
Arab cause. The paper said that 
the two sides’ discussion over the 
issue of Jerusalem was only 
natural in view of the Kingdom's 
great concern for its liberation 
from Zionist hands. France and 
Europe, convinced now of the 
need fora solurionto'the Palestine 
issue, should to extend their con- 
viction to the resolution of 
Jerusalem issue and the return of 
the dty to the Islamic fold, the 
paper said. 

Al Nadwa expressed the hope 
that Europe would play an effec- 
tive and positive role, following 
the example of France. With a 
meaningful and fruitful coopera- 
tion between Europe and the 


Arab world, it may be possible ter 
respond to current events and to 
challenge the superpowers which, 
the paper said, have been working 
only for their selfish gains. In their 
fr ended search for wealth the 
superpowers have cared little for 
die countries and peoples in their 
path, the paper added. 

Al Mettina devoted its editorial 
to the current conference of the 
Ministers of Endowments and 
Islamic Affairs in Mecca. The 
paper highlighted King Khaieds 
message to the conference, in 
which the monarch said that 
Jerusalem was an Arab land since 
the dawn of historyrlt gave prom- 
inence to the.King’s call for sound 
planning, struggle and unity of 
forces to help liberate Jerusalem 
from the Zionist The paper 
endorsed the monarch's convic- 
tion that Jeruslaem -could not be 
liberated through words but by.- 
preparing a generation willing to 
make sacrifi c es for its sake. j

Jewish 
influence on the media is well known; as yet 
the Arab groups have little access to news- 
papers and TV. 

Fulbright believes ft wflj take “a good 
whfle" for the U.S. to recognize its real inter- 
ests in the Middle East Recently he has seen 
progress: books and artides that would not 
have appeared a decade ago are now being 
published. Nahum Goldman’ s iantobfograpby 
in which he argues for Security Council 
Resolution 242, and Stanley Hoffman's arti- 
des in the New York Review of Rooks and 
Foreign Affairs are examples of this. Gradu- 
ally as the facts emerge, “they begin to make 
an impression on foreign policy.” 

1980 is an election . year in America, and 
Senator Fulbright commented on the candi- 
dates and their Middle East portions. The 
only candidate to support the Arabs openly is 
Republican John Connally, but he has won 
no more than a handful of votes in the- early 
primaries. Some of his difficulties can be 
attributed to his pro-Arab stance. 

?R*d Kennedy “doesn’t look very promis- 
ing either,” skid Fulbright, “but it is hard to 
assess' -political' fortunes this early id die 
game.” Gerald Ford “might be helpful” to 
the Arabs because of his own previous 
experience as President. Mr. Ford, recalls 
Fulbright, suggested in the summer of 1975 
that Am eri can policy towards Israel needed 
to be revised. Seventy-six senators. immedi- 
ately wrote to urge that Israel be given pretty 
nmdi what it wanted. 

Fulbright agreed that this is true Carter is 
susceptible to Zionist pressure. When Carter 
was. first elected,, he did make, statements 
favorable to Palestinian rights. The incum- 
bent .“still feels and knows it to be in the 
interest of America to get a just settlement, 
but he doesn’t feel secure enough in his own 
political position to really go forward.” 

Two days after this interview, at the UPM 
auditorium, the Senator stood in the blinding 
glare of 4 klieg lights to deliver a speech on 
U.S. policy in the Middle East. His audience 
of over 700 consisted largely of Americans 
with a good sprinkling of Saudis and Palesti- 
nians. 

FUlbright began by-saying that many Arab 
friends had told him they were mystified by 
the U.S. policy on the Middle East. He admit- 
ted that he too. was. mystified, eveD after 30 
years experience in the U.S. Senate. 
Nonetheless, he remains an optimist, “for the 
American political, system allows oppor- 
tunities to^be heard." Perhaps the Arabs- had . 
r^t^fkrae'' all- th$y ^cpidd to make their ca$e 
p«McL Onqe.thejfacjs au$preseoted, fully and " 
without dimortiojk-ro the. American people, 
their good wfij and good, sense should lead 
them to try to rectify the historic injustice 
dealt the Palestinian people. 

The American political system, based upon 
self-determination, is historically an ti- 
ed omalist; thus “we are going against our 
own principles when we acquiesce in a denial 
erf Palestinian self-determination.’’ Fulbright 
counseled patience in presenting the Arab 
care to a nation of over 200 million with 
diverse ethnic groups and a powerful Israeli 
lobby. The Aswan formula of Jan. 4, 1978, he 
said, is an evasion of Palestinian self- 
determination, “for it permits die Palesti- 
nians to be only one of many parties in decid- 
ing their own future.” 

Critical of the Camp David accord when it 
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was formulated, Fulbright admits his doubts 
continue since ‘it has not brought about the 
kind of co-operation we want with Arab 
states." He believes the U.S. was “heavy- 
handed” in attempting to get Saudi Arabia to 
support it. 

Nonetheless, the Senator believes that 
working within even the weak and limited 
framework of the Camp David accord with 
the Intent of obtaining something better is in 
the best interests of the Arabs; it would pre^ 
vent, for example, the annexation of the West 
Bank by the Begin government, which the 
current deadlock makes possible. 

. . Fulbright supports a peace settlement 
which goes beyond the Aswan formula and 
the“extremely limited administrative auton- ' 
omy proposed by the Begin government.” 
The plan is based on Palestinian self- 
determination in a sovereign state cm the 
West Bank and Gaza. “The minimum com- 
pensation for the great historic injustice done 
to die Palestinians, is the right to form a polit- 
ical unit of their own choice on one quarter 
die land area of Palestine.” 

The plan also includes the “mutual recog- 
nition by Palestinians and Israelis of the right 
to peace, the establishment of Arab 
sovereignty over the Muslim holy places in 
Jerusalem, the deployment on U.N. forces in 
demilitarized zone, and lastly a guarantee of 
the settlement by the Security Council.” 

This is Dot present American policy, but 
there is a good deal of support for die plan. 


Endorsed by major American churches, the 
Middle East Institute, and the American 
Friends Service Committee, it has also won 
the approval of the Common Market. 

The major obstacle to peace is not devising 
a round program, but mustering the political 
courage to put it into action. Sacrifice is 
required of both parties. The Israelis must 
abandon their dream of regaining all of Bibli- 
cal Israel. 

Almost all peace settlements are imposed 
to some degree or another, the Senator 
remarked, and. they can work so long as they 
are enforced' and impose qo grave injustice 
on bqedft&e' parties.' Tike Congress' of Vienna, 
brought peace to Europe for over a hundred 
years. The Treaty of Versailles, if enforced, 
might have prevented the eruption of Worid 
Warn. 

Although concern for keeping the peace 
has generally been voiced in terms of Israeli 
concerns, Fulbright cited distinguished his- 
torian Walid Khalidi who has said “the real 
security question posed by the Palestinian 
state is for how long would the Israeli 
brigadier-generals be able to keep their 
hands off such a detectable sitting duck?” 

Although Fulbright has often stood alone 
in his support of the Arabs, his views are not 
acceptable without reservation to Palesti- 
nians. In the question period Much followed 
bis speech, several students groped for the 
right words at the audience microphones. 
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They took the Senator to task for' what they 
saw as deficiencies in his news. 

“Was it just that half the popolatioo of 
Palestine be neglected,” asked one, “or that 4 
millio n Palestinians be cramped into tile area 
now inhabited by only. 2 million? Was it a 
'Small compromise’ to -recover only Mi -the 
.area of historic Palestine?” ' 


*‘I have always worked in the realm of the 
possible,” replied the Senator. “I sympathize 
with those who make the case for the recov- 
ery of all of Palestine, but it is not politically 
practicable. The proposed settlement does 
not give full justice, but that is unrealistic and 
you cannot get it. Who is going to do it, and 
how are you going to get it done?”

' JEDDAH — The concert organized by the 
Jeddah Concert Committee last Thursday 
was a great success. Andre Bernard, the 
world famous tramp eteer who came to the 
Kingdom to perform in Jeddah and Riyadh 
and Mrs. Caroline H offerer who accompanied 
him at the piano both gave a superb perfor- 
mance.

Forty- three- year old Andre Bernard 
started playing the trumpet from the age of 
ten. Born in a small town in tireFrench Alps, 
he comes from a family of amateur musicians. 
.“I listened to my uncle and grandfather and 
from the age of seven wanted to play music” , 
says Bernard. He became interested in the 
trumpet by listening to American jazz. “I 
liked to play many different instruments since 
I was very young but the trumpet impressed 
me most.”

■ He does not play with any particular group. 
However he has performed with many fam- 
ous orchestras and has his own Brass Ensem- 
ble in Paris. He also conducts on occasions. 
Coming from the high Alps not far from the 
Italian border he is fluent in Italian and aim 
speaks German. English, and Spanish. 

Andre Bernard spoke highly of Caroline 
Hoffner. “She is a very good pianist and plays 
with a lot of feeling. She is very skilled and 1 
think we gave a very good concert together.” 
“She can get artists from Europe and organ- 
ize concerts. There are many people 
interested in this activity as I saw in Riyadh 
and Jeddah and it is nice to have someone 
who can arrange things for them.” 

Of all the audiences, Bernard finds the 
Germans on the whole the most cultivated. 
He says “I play a lot in Germany. Last 
December I performed in eighteen concern 
in twenty days in Germany. In all except one 
the tickets were sold out. It is not the same in 
London or even in the States.” 

His favorite composer is Bacb but he is also 
fond of Beethoven and Schubert. He likes 
jazz too but does not play it much now. As a 
student he used to play at the Lido and Folies 
Berger es in Paris to supplement his income. 
He has also played background music for 
films.

In his speech to leading national party sup- 
porters he challenged, “If you don’t want 
your party then choose another — but do it 
while you are united." 


Political analysts said Sunday’s Basque 
rebuff augured badly for the UCD’s chances 
in the March 20 elections for a bome-iule 
parliament in Catalonia province. 

Twenty eight people have been killed in 
the region this year, 18 of them by the guer- 
rilla group ETA in a continuing fight for an 
independent Marxist Basque state. 

There has been a recent lull in the killing, 
and political sources said ETA was holding its 
fire so as not to prejudice the chances of the 
pro-independence coalition Hem Batasuna 
(Union of the People) in Monday’s election. 

No incidents were reported in the early 
hours of polling which began lightly as driving 
rain swept across the three Basque provinces 
of Vizcaya, Guipuzcoa and Alava. Officials 
predicted a heavier turnout as the day wore 
on. 

Among the first to brave the wintery 
weather was 83-year old Jesus Maria de 
Leizaola who returned to Spain from France 
thr&e months ago after heading a Basque 
government in exile during the Franco dic- 
tatorship. 

Leizaola, a candidate of the PNV, told 
reporters, “This is an historic day for Euskadi 
(the Basque country), a day in which the Bas- 
que people will decide on their immediate 
future.” 

The elections are expected to confirm die 
PNV as die biggest party in the region in 
general ^elections a year ago, it won 27 per 
cent of the vote. 

But disaffection among Basques with the 
pace of devolution on powers from Madrid 
could damage the standing of the two major 
national parties, the ruling Union of the 
Democratic Center and the Opposition 
Workers Socialist Party. 

The UCD won 17 per cent of the Basque 
vote last year and the PSOE 19 per cent. 

The elections will also test the strength of 
Herri Batasuna which, since capturing 1 5 per 
cent of tile vote last year, has been split by 
internal dissension. 

A falloff in support for Hem Batasuna 
would probably favor die other main Basque 
party, Euskadiko Eskerra (the Basque left) 
which has campaigned strongly for the radical 
nationalist vote. 

The first significant results are expected in 
the early hours of Monday. 

Prime Minister Adolfo Suarez followed the 
Basque results dosely from Madrid amid 
growing speculation that he might be consid- 
ering cabinet changes to make room for mod- 
erate Basque and Catalan ministers.

New Chinese policy retires aging leaders 


PEKING, March 10 (AP) — One of 
China’s aging leaders. Vice Premier Li Xian- 
oian, said Monday that Communist Party 
posts no longer will be held for life, in order to 
“give opportunity to younger people." 

Li, 75, said the dedsion to amend the con- 
stitution accordingly was made at the recent 
Central Committee meeting. 

Li, who is one of four party vice chairmen, 
reportedly made the comments during talks 
with Pennsylvania Governor Richard Thorn- 
burgh. 

Li also explained the recent rehabilitation 
of the late, disgraced Chief of State Liu 
Sbao-chi as a step to seek “truth from facts." 

He said late party chairman Mao Tse-tung 
“had wrong information” about Liu, whose 
pragmatic economic potides earned .Mao’s 


enmity. 

“Liu made great contributions to the 
Communist Party,” said Li, “and this is what 
we call a wronged case. Of course, it had 
something to do with the late chairman 
(Mao) because he had wrong information 
about it (the case) himself. 

U said the rehabilitation restores “ Mao’s 
own thought to seek truth from facts." 

The comment is the latest move to reduce 
Mao to fallibility. 

"Seek truth from facts” is a slogan, of Vice 
Premier Deng Xiaoping, also an old enemy of 
Mao. 

In other matters U said China has begun 
experiments in nudear energy but “ this is not 
on the agenda yet.”

U.S. searches backward 
to ease energy squeeze 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 10 (AP) - 
The United States is inching toward taking a 
giant step backward, returning to 50-year- 
old technology to help ease the energy 
squeeze of the 1980s. 

The technology in question is energy 
“cogeneration,” in which electricity is gener- 
ated by “fuel" that would otherwise be 
wasted — industrial steam that spews into the 
air or wood chips and trash that can be 
burned to create more steam. 

The steam can then be channeled into turn- 
ing power-generating turbines. 

The net effect is almost a doubling in fuel 
efficiency, from a level of 35 per cent to 40 

per cent in a normal plant to 75 per cent to 80 

per cent with cogeneration. By getting double 
duty from fuel, half as much is needed. 

If s all part of the trend to alternate power 
sources such as solar and wind power, and 
experts say cogeneration promises a drastic 
reduction in U.S. dependence on imported 
oil and nuclear power. 

— "It is the immediately available energy 
alternative to coal and midear plants” says 
J im Harding of the environmental group. 
Friends of the Earth. 

— “It will be energy at bargain prices, 
compared to building big new power plants ” 
says Bob Burt of the California Manufactur- 
ers Association. 

— There is a 6,000 megawatt potential in 
cogeneration in California alone — the equi- 
valent of six 1 ,000- megawatt midear plants,” 
says Claire Dedrick, a member of the State 
Public Utilities Commission. 

Cogeneration is not some new trend being 
touted only by “California- type” conser- 
vationists. The huge Dow Chemical Com- 
pany has taken to cogeneration in a big way, 
according to Andy Hoch, manager of Dow’s 
plant in Pittsburg, about 64 kilometers east of 
San Francisco. 

“In all our Dow sites we have gone to 
cogeneration," he said. “It doubles our effi- 
ciency and cuts our costs. You end up using 
half die fuel.” 

The Pittsburg plant has been self-suffident 
in electridty and steam used in processing 


since the cogeneration. system was completed 
in 1977 for about $ 12 million, Hoch said. 

In the 1930s, U.S. industry got 25 per cent 
of its electridty from cogeneration. Now 
cogeneration provides only 4 per cent of the 
country’s generating capacity. 

Observers say that starting 50 years ago, 
utilities turned from cogeneration to the 
“economy of scale,” favoring the construc- 
tion of ever bigger power plants because that 
was cheaper — until the prices of' oil and 
natural gas skyrocketed. 

“It’s an idea whose time has come back,” 
says die Puc's Dedrick, a major supporter of 
cogeneration. 

“If taken to its logical condusion, cogener- 
ation can make this country self-suffident in 
energy — if induded with municipal wasten 
use and renewal fuel such as wood and 
alcohol. 

“It has a number of environmental and 
economic advantages " Dedrick adds. “It is 
relatively inexpensive, a conventional tech- 
nology. Cogeneration plants can be on- line in 
three to five years, as opposed to 1 0 years for 
a large nudear or coal-fired power plant.. 

Meanwhile, a dramatic increase recorded 
in gasoline supplies in the United States could 
mean an end to the gasoline shortage — and 
to soaring gas prices, oil analyst Dan Lund- 
berg said Sunday. 

Lundberg, whose weekly Lundbeig Letter 
surveys trends in the petroleum industry, says 
gasoline stocks are at near record levels and 
refiners are releasing more gas to the public 
month than they have since last 
November. 

At the same time, public consumption con- 
tinues to decline. American motorists bought 
11 per cent less gasoline in the last three 
months than they did during the same period 
last year, Lundberg said. 

“Unless people now start buying more 
gasoline than they have been at current 
prices, there oould be a surplus of publidy 
available gasoline in March in the nation as a 
whole," he said. “Ifs a 180-degree turn- 
around that few oil company executives fore-

Miscalculates currencx rise 

Rolls-Royce loses $230 million in U.S.

LONDON, March 10 (AP) — Rolls- 
Royce has lost some 100 million pounds 
($230 million) in the past year on U.S. con- 
tracts negotiated without allowing for the rise 
in the British pound, most major British 
newspapers reported Monday. 

The reports said an equally staggering loss 

— blamed mainly on strikes and falling sales 

— has beqp made by the auto giant British 
Leyland, which, like Rolls-Royce, is state- 
owned. 

Neither corporation has yet officially 
announced its latest accounts, due to be pub- 
lished later this month. 

The losses by Rolls-Royce on its aero 
engine sales to Boeing and Lockheed are 
exgected'to cause a major row in the British 
legislature. 

The deals — denominated in dollars — 
were negotiated in a blaze of publicity last 


year by Sir Kenneth Keith, then chairman. 

The exchange rate for the pound was thea 
$ 1 .80 and RoUs-Royce reportedly calculated . 
it would fall to $ 1.65. 

The pound is now worth around $2.30. In 
wbat one newspaper. The Guardian described 
as a “gross miscalculation ” Rolls-Royce did 
not cover itself for any upturn in die rate of 
sterling. 

The new Rolls-Royce chairman, Sir Frank 
McFadzean, has now reportedly ordered a 
review of tiie way Rolls-Royce covers its fore- 
ign exchange contracts. 

Rolls-Royce made a 16 million pounds 
($36.8 million) profit in 1978. 

British Leyland has persuaded unions to 
accept a recovery plan involving cutting 
25,000 jobs this year, and the closure or par- 
tial closure of 13 plants. 


Iraq advises new energy preparatioi 


BAGHDAD, March 10 (R) — Iraqi Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein advised Arab states to 
prepare for the time when new energy 
sources would reduce the world’s depen- 
dence on oil. 

The Iraqi News Agency quoted the presi- 
dent as saying: “Unless the Arab nation 
builds a powerful structure over the next 20 
years, it will be fated to wait for hundereds 

of years until a new opportunity opens for it.” 
"In 20 years from now, the world will torn 
to a new substitute for oil, and the valu6 of oil, 
even that which remains in the fields, will be 


now,” he told Arab labor ministers attending 
a conference in Baghdad. 

The Iraqi leader also deplored the gap 
between rich and poor in the Arab states. 

“It is a flagrant contradiction in the Arab 
nation that there should be those who are 
hungry to the point of readiness to seize a 
morsel with a knife and those who are over- 
fed and find no place to put their surplus 
funds,” he said. 

“Such a contradiction can be exploited by 
the enemy to divide the Arabs and use them 
against each other,” he said.

Nepal receives Japanese grant 


TOKYO, March 10,(AP)— The Japanese 
government has decided to provide 60 mil- 
lion yen ($ 242,000) in grant aid to Nepal to 
help the land-locked Asian country improve 
its economy and national welfare system, the 
foreign ministry said monday. 

Notes of the Japanese grant were 


exchanged between Japanese ambassador to 
Nepal Minao Tsuchiya, and Nepalese finance 
ministry officials, the ministry said.

WASHINGTON. March 10 (AP) - The 
U.S. administration continued feverish 
efforts Sunday to fashion a new anti- inflation 
strategy amid indications that some details 
may still be missing when the president 
announces the new program. 

Treasury Secretary G. William Miller and 
Charles E. Schultze. chairman of the presi- 
dent's Council of Economic Advisers, met 
with key Congressional leaders again Sunday 
to try to get their agreement on the prea- 
dent’s plan an, administration source said. 

But the source, who asked not to be iden- 
tified. said it is unlikely that the package win 
be complete in all its details by the time the 
president announces it. sometime late this 
week. 

■ The source said the difficulty is in trying to 
get agreement on sufficient reduction in 
planned 1981 spending to bring the budget 
into balance. President Jimmy Carters orgi- 
nal 1981 budget, unveiled jan. 28. left a 
deficit of$ 15.8 billion. 

The source said there is widespread 
agreement on the need for a balanced budget 
but differences over where cuts should be 
made. 

In addition to a balanced budget. Carter 
now is expected to announce some controls 
on consumer credit and some new initiative 
to conserve energy. 

Carter is unlikely to wait until all details of 
the package are worked out, the source said, 
because the administration feels he has to say 
something this week to reassure financial 
markets that the administration intends to 
take firm action to contain the nation’s 
worsening inflation rate. 

In addition: Carter is being pressed by his 
political opponents on the issue of the 
economy, especially inflation. 

U.S. Senator Edward M. Kennedy, Car- 
ter’s chief. rival for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for president, said Sunday on the CBS 
program “Face The Nation” that the 
economy is now "emerging as a potential 
dynamite issue” in the campaign. 

He repeated his call for a six- month wage 
and price freeze, which he said could reduce 
inflation by about two- thirds in a short time.

Khomeini okays visits to hostages 


Says U.N. team can query those 
accused of crimes against Iran 


TEHRAN, March 10 (Agencies) — 
Ayatollah Khomeini said Monday the U.N. 
commission can question U.S. embassy hos- 
tages involved in crimes against Iran, but the 
panel can not see all the captives unless it 
issues its report in Tehran, the state radio 
said. "We shall fight against the U.S. gov- 
ernment to the end of our life,” Khomeini 
said. 

His statement appeared to repudiate the 
decision by the ruling Revolutionary Council, 
its chief. President Abolhassan Bani-Sadr, 
and Foreign Minister Sadeq Ghotbzadeh that 
the militants holding the approximately 50 
hostages for 128 days allow the panel to meet 
all the hostages or hand them over to gov- 
ernment custody. 

Khomeini's statement also ordered the 
embassy militants "to deliver copies of all 
documents concerning the U.S. intervention 
and the traitor Shah" to the U.N. commis- 
sion. The statement was issued af'er 10 
members of die council met with him in hopes 
of resolving the deadlock with the militants. 

"The panel can meet with those hostages 
involved in the crimes of the U.S. and the 
Shah for questioning," Iran's 7 9-y ear-old 
revolutionary leader said. "If the panel issues 
its report on the crimes of the former Shah 
and interventions of the invading U.S. in 
Tehran it will be allowed to see all the hos- 
tages.” 

Khomeini concluded by saying, "I express 
my support for the Revolutionary Council 
and the honorable president and ask all the 
nation to help and support them." There was 
no immediate comment from Bani-Sadr. 

The students quickly declared that propos- 
als to turn the hostages over to Iranian gov- 
ernment control were dead. 

But Ghotbzadeh, interviewed by the 
American Broadcasting Company in Tehran, 
called Khomeini's ruling a positive develop- 
ment. He said he hoped the U.N. panel would 
stay in Tehran for two or three more days to 
meet with several of the hostages, as Kho- 
meini outlined, then issue a “declaration, not 
a report" of its finhings so it could then meet 
with the rest of the captives. Asked when the 
hostages might be freed, he reiterated, “This 


is a concern of the parliament," which won’t 
be in a position to discuss the isue until May. 

The militants announced Thursday they 
were ready to turn the captives they seized 
Nov. 4 over to the council. Ghotbzadeh said 
•Friday the transfer and 1 a visit to them by the 
U.N. commission probably would take place 
Saturday. But the militants balked, saying 
Ghotbzadeh lied when he said he had the 
backing of Khomeini. 

The Revolutionary Council again 
demanded the militants surrender tile host- 
gages and allow the U.N. commission to see 
them. The militants agreed to a transfer Sun- 
day . then balked again and Set forth their new 
conditions. 

Ghotbzadeh said the militants' demand for 
a radio broadcast was aimed at attracting a 
crowd to the embassy so they could daim 
they had the support of the people. 

He also suggested the hostages weren’t in 
good condition since the militants had not 
invited any member of the Revolutionary 
Council to visit them. He said if the militan ts 
wanted to prove the captives were afl right, 
they should permit the U.N. investigating 
commission to see them. 

Those responsible for running the country 
had made a "dearcut agreement” that the 
U.N. commission could see the Americans 
and then we back out on our promise," he 
said. “Isn't this reason enough for us to be 
ashamed and erabarrased. Who in tile world 
will consider our words and the words of our 
government worth a penny? How many gov- 
ernments do we have in this country?" 

The commission arrived in Tehran Feb. 23 
to investigate the revolutionary regime's 
charges of mass murder and plunder against 
the Shah and to try to ease the crisis between 
the United States and Iran over the hostages. 

The administration of U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter hoped the commission's visit 
would result in the release of the Americans. 
But after the panel got there, Khomeini said 
the hostages’ fate would be dedded by Iran’s 
new parliament, which won’t be fully elected 
until April 3, and the secretary-general of the 
Revolutionary Council said no dedsion could 
be made until mid- May.

LONDON, March 10 (R) — The dollar 
was strong and gold slipped below $ 600 an 
ounce Monday on world markets which were 
expecting the Carter Administration to take 
more action soon to curb America’s high 
inflation. 

The strength of the dollar came largely 
from record high interest rates in the United 
States at present. In the latest rise, on Friday, 
major banks pushed their prime lending rates 
to 17.75 per cent in an anti-inflation credit 
squeeze. 

But with inflation running at an annual rate 
of around 18 percent, measures are expected 
from President Jimmy Carter, who talked 
with his economic aides in the past two days. 
{.Some leaders also expect bank rates in 
America to go even higher. 

The dollar traded in Europe Monday at 
around 1.8055 West German marks, com- 
pared with 1.7550 on Friday, and 1.7255 
Swiss francs, compared with 1.7150. The 
pound sterling dropped to $ 2.2183 from $ 
2.2277 on Friday. 

There had been some intervention by 
European central banks which sold dollars to 
defend their o n currencies. The Swiss 
authorities also -‘her relaxed regulations 
on the holding reign deposits in Sv - 
banks but tlik haL . • . ;le effect on the markc . 

Dealers said the measures were aimed at 
stemming the flow of money out of Switzer- 
land but one commented: '‘It’s a bit like shut- 
ting the stable door after the horse has 
bolted.”

U.S. mulls big tax breaks for overseas workers

WASHINGTON, March 10 — Several 
bills designed to overhaul the existing tax law 
applied to Americans working overseas have 
been introduced in the U.S. Congress. 

The bills, which are now before both the 
House of Representatives and the Senate, 
would either liberalize the rules on or exempt 
foreign income from U.S. taxes. Ihey also 
simplify or repeal the section of the tax on 
excessive overseas living costs. 

One bill introduced by Senator John H. 
Chafee of Rhode island has been referred to 
the Senate finance committee, and a commit- 
tee spokesman said hearings or the bill will be 
scheduled in a few weeks. 

Qiafee's legislation, which is backed by 
several American construction industry 
groups and seems to have the strongest 
chance of passage, calls for a $50,000 off- 
the-top income exclusion for all Americans 
working overseas. 

This exclusion would increase to $65,000 
after an American worker was overseas for 


two consecutive years. 

Three bills introduced in the House of 
Representatives call for exempting all foreign 


income from U.S. taxes. While several major 
American exporters favor this proposal, they 
also believe that it is “unrealistic’ to think 
that Congress will take this approach. 

A fourth tax reform bill just introduced in 
the House would make a $20,000 tax exclu- 
sion available to all Americans working over- 
seas. Thai bill would basically put Americans 
back on the same footing they bad before 
1976, when American taxpayers overseas 
could daim a $20,000 taxable income exdu- 
sion. But some export analysts now argue 
that overseas salaries have doubled or tripled 
since the 1950‘s when the first tax bill was 
passed, and a $20,000 exclusion is not 
enough. 

American exporters, especially the U.S. 
construction industry whose success overseas 
has been hit hard by the stricter tax laws of 
the 1970s. are greeting the reform action in 
Congress with cheers. 

One spokesman said the new moves 
toward tax reform for Americans overseas 
signifies that legislators are finally “looking 
at the taxation of Americans under Section 
911 as a trade issue, not a tax issue." 

U.S. companies — particularly those 
operating in the Middle East have argued for

several years that the U.S. is losing billions 
because tax laws for expatriates drive up their 
bids and prices. 

Recent government statistics and studies 
have backed up their claims. According to a 
General Accounting Office study the current 
tax policy may be costing the United States 
some $7 billion in export trade annually. 

And in a study released December 1979 
the President's Export Council said 280,000 
jobs are lost each year because of the interna- 
tional business American firms are losing. 

The 1978 Foreign Earned Income Act is 
the law which now applies to Americans 
working abroad. The regulations implement- 
ing this law — after much public outcry from 
U.S. exporters — were recently broadened so 
that more Americans who live in camp bous- 
ing could daim the $20,000 exdusion set 
forth in the 1978 law. 

The Tteasury Department is now taking a 
second look at the section of the law (913) 
which deals with excessive overseas living 
costs. 

A spokesman for Chafee, who recently vis- 
ited several .Middle East countries, said the 
trip ,l sharpcned Chafee’ s focus" on the prob- 
lems of facing U.S. companies abroad. 

Citing U.S. tax laws as the major culprit in 
tiie dramatic dedine of U.S. market shares 


abroad, Chafee said “we are faced with the 
case of the v anishing American in the foreign 
market.” 


“Saudi Arabia, where American contrac- 
tors’ share of the market has plunged dawn- 
ward since 1 976, presented a “perfect exam- 
ple of how we’re being forced out of the mar- 
ket,” Chafee said. 


Jn introducing his tax reform bill, the 
Rhode Island Republican said die percentage 
of Americans working for American firms in 
Saudi Arabia has dropped from 65 per cent in 
1976 to 35 per cent today. 


That, Qiafee said, “is shocking in light of 
studies made by companies there showing 
that one American employee in Saudi Arabia 
generates 13 additional jobs here.” 


While Chafee and representatives of the 
American construction industry believes the 
Carter administration is “prepared to sup- 
port some revision of the tax law” they were 
disappointed with the interim report of die 
President’s Task Force on Reduction of 
Export Disincentives. 


However, the interim report did caO for 
“procedural reforms" of the Federal Corrupt 
Practices Act and the Anti- Boycott Laws and 
Regulations. 


BELGRADE, March 10 (AP) — Presi- 
dent Jodp Broz Tito’s doctors said Monday 
there had been no farther deterioration in his 
health daring the past day. 

Their report came one day after the doc- 
tors repotted Yugoslavia’s 87-year-old pres- 
ident had fallen into very grave condition, 
with continaing heart weakness and 
increased bleeding. 

“During the past day there have been no 
signs of deterioration of the general state of 
heal tii of President Tito,” the doctors said in 
an advisory reported by Belgrade press offi- 
cials. 

“Indispensable measures of intensive 
treatment are being. .continued” the two- 
sentence bulletin said. 

Tito developed kidney and heart problems, 
in early February while recovering from the 
Jan. 20 amputation of his left leg because of a 
circulation problem. 

His weekend deterioration ended what 
Yugoslav officials had called a nearly week- 
long stabilization in his dedining health. Titd 
entered the Ljubljana Clinical Center in 
Slovenia on Jan. 12. " 

Tito has been kept alive by an artificial 
kidney machine since ’at least Feb. 22. Doc- 
tors have never disclosed details of the other 
intensive care measures being used. 

Other medical sources familiar only with 
the brief official bulletins have speculated 
that Tito’ s bleeding probiera-could be related 
to anti-dotting medication used in connec- 
tion with the artifidal kidney machine. 

Doctors have not mentioned Tito’s 
pneumonia since last Tuesday, when they 
said there were signs it was improving.

JOHANN ESBUEG, March 10 (AP) — 
South Africa’s National party may be cm the' 
verge of a serious split after 32 years of rule. 

The confrontation between the “Ver- 
Iigoe^' or enlightened nationalists and “ Ver- 
kramptes" or conservatives, was inevitable. 
But party insiders say Prime Minister P.W. 
Botha, the leader of tiie Vertigoes, was con- 
vinced by the Rhodesian election victory of 
Marxist Robert Mugabe that he must tackle 
the conservatives now. Mugabe's victory left 
South Africa surrounded by hostile black 
states. 

The conservatives, led by Andries Trcur- 
oicht, have been growing increasingly 
unhappy about Botha's moves to dismantle 
apartheid. And Botha has had to slow the 
pace of reform because of the criticism from 
the right. 

The crisis may climax at a cabinet meeting 
Tuesday morning in Cape Town when Botha 
was expected to order Treurnicht to with- 
draw his criticism of colored (mixed race) 
schoolboys playing rugby with whites. Should 
Treurnicht refuse he would be forced to 
resign. 

Botha stung Treurnicht b> saying, “The 
time has come for this country to realize that 
attitudes creating the impression that colored 
people are lexers must come to an end.” Col- 
oreds were a sensitive issue in this country 
because most of them were descendents of 
blacks and Afrikaners. 

Party sources say the issue was carefully 
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Prime Minister Botha 

chosen by Botha as one he could destroy 
Treurnicht with at the parliamentary caucus 
meeting expected to follow the cabinet meet- 
ing. 

The sources say Treurnicht, as leader of the 
most populous province, the Transvaal, 
commandos powerful support in the caucus. 
He might have had enough support to defeat 
the prime minister in a no-confidence vote on 
several other issues, the sources say. 

But he has allowed himself to be manue- 


vered into a confrontation he cannot win, the 
sources said. The party’s policy has been that 
die- government should not intervene in 
sporting matters, and thus Treurnicht -has 
gone against party policy. 

Ironically, Treurnicht and his supporters 
have repeatedly accused Botha in private of 
abandoning the party’s policy on seperation 
of die races. 

Should Treurnicht challenge Botha in the 
party caucus and lose, Much nationalist 
sources said was likely, then he was expected 
to leave the party to join die conservative 
Herstigate Nasionale party. Conceivably, 
Treurnicht could take as many as 45 mem- 
bers of parliament with him. 

The party would still control parliament as 
it holds 134 of the 165 sets.- But Botha's 
confidants say if die split occurs the prime 
minister MU immediately call for a general 
election. 

The issue would be Botha's daim that 
South Africa ■win be destroyed if it does not 
move to improve the lot erf die blade major- 
ity, including giving them some political 
power though not in a one-man, one- vote 
system. 

The conservatives are pledged to the pre- 
servation of the white Afrikanes culture and 
its domination of the country. It would be 
argued that Mugabe’s victory in -Rhodesia 
was proof that accommodation of black 
demands amounts, to rale by black commun- 
ists.

Police increased their guard at „ the 
occupied embassy and mounted strong pat- 
rols throughout this South American nation 
Sunday as thousands of Colombians voted in 5$ 
what Interior Minister German Zea Her- 
nandez said “constituted a democratic reply 
to terrorism and violence.” 

The elections had been regarded as having : 
little national significance, but that changed 
after leftist guerrillas seized the embassy dur- 
ing a reception bn Feb. 27. More than 10 
foreign diplomats, the ambassadors of Egypt, 
■Israel, Haiti, Brazil, Uruguay, Switzerland, 
Mexico, and the United States are among the 
more than two dozen hostages who began 
their 12th day in captivity Monday. 

President Julio Osar Torbay Ayala asked 
his people to vote as a demonstration of sap- 
port for > democracy ' and a re jection of terror- 
ism.
